Berlin, March 29.—(Delayed.)—The 
Russian revolution was cheered In the 
Reichstag today when Germany,

the carefully selected and highly sig­ 
nificant words of the im perial chan­ 
cellor, virtually held out to the Rus­ 
sian ^people the olive branch for a 
“peace honorable to both sides.” 
In words perhaps less enthusiastic 
but no less significant the chancellor 
touched upon the coming momentous 
decision of the United States congress 
as regards 
a 
declaration 
of 
war 
against Germany. 
The three subjects, which held the 
attention of this most im portant -ses­ 
sion of the Reichstag were: 
Russia, 
the United States and democrization 
of Prussia. 
One of the most significant features

In declaring “that 
Germany

the chancellor called attention to the 
fact that Germany had once abandon­ 
ed her submarine wtrr in the hope thaC 
England could be induced to return to 
The bounds of International law In the 
conduct of her blockade, but Germany 
was doomed to disappointment. 
The chancellor's declaration in this 
respect, in which lie told how the 
hands of friendship had been extend­ 
ed to the United States, 1)9» been in­

Efforts Of United States To Keep Out Of War 
By Every Means In Its Power Will 
Be Told Joint Session Tuesday

the extraordinary session of eongre** I* complete. 
Only new and startling development* will chantre It. 
It will not ha 
w ritten ont by him, If present plaa* are adhered to, until next Monday 
night, a few hnnrs before it will be delivered to the Joint session. 
No of­ 
ficial statement* a* to It* content* will be forthcoming. 
The men with 
whom the president ha* dt*en*»ed it have a general idea of it* scope. 
They *ay It will meet the wi*he* of the eountry at large, although It 
wlfl not *nit either ultra-w ar advocate* who want the United States to 
filing M* million* Intw Europe and send the armv and navy to co-operate 
with the entente. 
Neither will It give any comfort to the paeittot* who 
Ptill are demanding that tkd* couatrj ‘‘turn the other cheek” and aeeept 
the German attltade a* the “fortune* of war.”___________________ 
W hile no one has the authority or 
right to speak for the president, and 
it is recognized that change* in the 
general situation will 
force a cor­ 
responding change in 
bis 
attitude, 
talks with cabinet members and ad­ 
m inistration leaders in departm ents 
and congress^indicate that the ground 
work of theJ president’s message will 
be about as follows: 
**Jt will recite 
the 
effort 
made 
through diplomacy to prevent any­ 
thing more serious than a diplomatic 
break with Germany. 
“ It will frankly admit that diplom­ 
acy has failed and arm ed neutrality 
has not yet demonstrated that it is 
sufficient to cope with tha- situation. 
“ It will refer to the fact that armed 
m erchantm en have been sunk with­ 
out warning and with a heartless dis­ 
regard for the safety of passengers or 
crews and to the additional fart ttwit 
American lives have been lost 
ano 
others endangered 
by the ruthless 
subm arine warfare 
which 
has 
sent 
neutral and entente craft to the bot­ 
tom. regardless of consequences. 
“It will recite the fact that to all 
intents and purposes Germany 
has 
created a state of war and will de­ 
clare that everything 
possible 
has 
been done by the United States to 
cope with this situation. 
The mes­ 
sage will refer to the fact that cou-^ 
gross is the body to meet with the 
situation and will place the next step 
squarely 
up 
to 
the 
law 
making 
branch." 
If this policy is strictly adhered to 
the president will not specifically ask 
congress to declare wrar. 
Adm inistration leaders were hope­ 
ful today that the president in his ad­ 
dress would reply specifically to the 
declaration made by the German im­ 
perial chancellor. Dr. Von Bethmann- 
Holwegg, in his speech to the Reich­ 
stag yesterday. 
His plain efforts to 
forestall the address of the president 
with “a plea in abatem ent” and a dec­ 
laration that America will be to blame 
if war comes, have caused resentment 
here. 
One thing that seemed certain to- 
dav was that the address of the chan­ 
cellor has not in any way changed the 
situation. 


Rev. W. N. Sholl. pastor of the F irst 
Presbyterian church of Decatur, will 
conduct a special patriotic service at 
7:30 o’clock Sunday evening at his 
church and citizens of the Twin Cities 
as well as the membership of the 
church are invited to attend.
